Rad io Ap d T elevisio n 


Sets In Au to mo b iles 
In New York City and Washington simultaneously, 
hot arguments are developing over whether radios 
should b e permitted in taxicab s. 
The City Hack 
Bureau in Gotham h a s already issued an order for the 
1.000 taxis that still have radios to get rid of them in 
a week. 
In the nation’s capital. Prosecutor Clark King 
« ays listening to the radio violates an ordinance re­ 
quiring drivers to give “full time and attention” to 
their driving. 
« So. presumab ly, does conversation). 
In New York, a taxi spokesman says not a single 
accident in recent years could b e b lamed upon a radio. 
In Washington, Mr. King cited the testimony of a 
defendant who failed to get out of the way of a fire 
track b ecause the radio prevented him from hearing 
the sirens. 
Another driver, he said, unconsciously 
increased his speed from 25 to 50 miles an hour during 
a tense moment in a radioed b aseb all game. , 
What could conceivab ly happen to the driver 
listening to race results when he has picked the 
winner? 
A representative of the Automob ile Association 
of America, homing into the argument via 'Washing­ 
ton. says there are many advantages to an auto radio. 
On the highway, for instance, it helps keep a driver 
awake. 
But he agreed that the driver who listens 
to a radio in heavy traffic is an “extremely careless 
driver. 
No state has laws which forb id listening to the 
radio while driving, b ut auto deaths have approached 
40.000 in the United States in a single year. 
That 
figure is slight evidence that driving still isn’t so 
simple that added distractions do not matter. 
I>elegate 'Whitworth, chairman of the Allegany 
county delegation to the Marjdand General Assemb ly, 
prob ab ly had such thoughts when he introduced a 
b ill last week to prohib it the use of television sets in 
automob iles. 
There is no doub t that a television set 
would distract a driver more than a radio does b ecause 
the latter device requires only listening to the enter­ 
tainment it provides while to get the b enefit of the 
former requires watching the screen. And no driver 
can do that and at the same time keep his eye on 
the road. 
Tn e passage of such a b ill would b an the 
use of television sets in cars owned and driven b y 
Marylanders. 
But what ab out out-of-state autoists 
and tourists with such equipment? 
Will the Whit­ 
worth measure forb id the use of television b y them 
while passing through the Free State? If it doesn’t, 
it should.

As the present outpouring of presidential messages 
attests, “tax and tax. spend and spend, elect and elect,’* 
the New Deal slogan as formulated b y Harry Hopkins, 
is actually the role of political life with Harry Truman.

The 
secretions 
contain 
b acteria 
which decompose 
the urine and 
form ammonia, the chemical that 
is responsib le for the rash. Now 
and then the fault lies in launder­ 
ing the diapers with strong alkaline 
soap and inadequate rinsing. At any 
rate, the areas in and ab out the 
b uttocks, genitalia, and thighs b ci- 
come inflamed and macerated. In 
more severe cases, eczema ensues 
with oozing, b listering lesions. Oc-» 
oasionally, the condition is so m ark­ 
ed that the secretions are flecked 
with b lood. To the b e.st of our 
knowledge, there is little or no 
itching. 


By keeping the parts dry with 
dusting powder or exposing the skin 
to the air periodically, and pinning 
the diaper b eneath rather than on 
the infant, the rash will often dis­ 
appear. Exposure to ultraviolet light 
is helpful also in ob stinate cases. A 
mild ointm ent like zinc, oxide may 
b e aijplied to the inflammed regions 
at night, when it is necessary to 
keep the b ab y covered. 
The b est method, however, is to 
attack the prob lem at its source. 
The diapers are washed as usual 
and in the past it was common 
practice to rinse them in b oric 
acid or a dilute solution of b ich­ 
loride of mercury. The latter was 
not an ideal antiseptic, as many 
women were afraid to use it b e­ 
cause of its poisonous qualities. In 
addition, it corroded gold rings 
in this respect was a nuisance. Phy­ 
sicians, too, were hesitant ab out 
recommending it b ecause they fear­ 
ed that an incorrect concentration 
of the drug m ight b e employed.... 


The latest antiseptic to b e sug­ 
gested is a detergent consisting of 
one of the quarternary ammonium 
compounds. It is a product known 
as "diapene” with one of the long­ 
est chemical names I have ever 
heard : 
para 
di-isob utyl-cresoxy- 
theoxy-ethyl di-m ethyl b enzyl am ­ 
monium chloride monb hydrate. Ex­ 
perim ents show that dilutions of 1 
to 200,000 parts will destroy the 
causative germs. It is non-irritating 
and harmless. All that is required 
is to place the washed diapfers in a 
b asin and allow them to soak for 10 
m intes’in a 1 to 25,000 solution of 
this sub stance. The cloths are then 
WTung out and hung up to dry. The 
antiseptic is ab sorb ed b y the dia­ 
pers and kills the organisms pres­ 
ent. 
W ith no b acteria, ammonia 
cannot form. 
Reuel A. Benson and his collea­ 
gues at the New York medical col­ 
lege used diapers treated with dia- 
pent on 50 youngsters who were 
suffering from diaper rash. At the 
end of three days, derm atitis had 
receded in 31 and cleared com­ 
pletely in 18. By the end of the 
week, the condition had isappeared 
in all b ut one. The m others were 
encouraged and stated they no long­ 
er detected the odor of amm mia 
on diapers that were sterlized in 
this fashion.

Eczema is an allergic disorder 
and, in most instances, an irritant 
in the b ab y’s diet is responsib le. 
Milk is a common offender and 
switching to a sub stitute such as 
soyb ean or goat milk may help. 
Local remedies are of secondary 
Importance b ut the most popular 
are the coal tar ointments. Tlie

I 
doub t if the ab normality could oc­ 
cur in this m anner in normal indi­ 
viduals. Should singing prove this 
much o f a strain, it means that the 
chest Ls not b eing utilized to Its 
fullest extent.

Co llecting Calcium 
Mrs. W. S. writes: Older persons 
are told to drink milk b ecause of 
the calcium it provides yet this is 
listed as one of the foods that 
causes fatty, dejiosits in the arteries, 
thus inviting coronary thromb osis. 
Will you please state your opinion? 
Reply 
'Y ou are confaslng calcium and 
cholesterol. 
In lab erat« r>' ex{K*ri- 
ments with animals, food.s high in 
cholesterol have produced hardening 
of the arteries; b ut we have no 
proof that this occurs in hum an 
b eings. Calcium deposits are a late 
m anifestation and do not enter into 
the cause.

For so many years was it necess­ 
ary to b uild long, slanting ramps 
up inclines in order to avoid steps 
for the President, that people in 
W ashington b ecame quite accustom­ 
ed to it and took it for granted.

Franklin Ro o sev elt was in o ffice, 
the newspapers, including tho se 
ho stile to him. said almo st no ­ 
thing abo ut his infirmity . Ev en 
in priv ate co nv ersatio n peo ple 
did no t talk to o much abo ut the 
fact that the President co uld 
no t walk. ’Ihey just felt so rry 
fo r him and didn’t mentio n it. 


Only on his b irthday was his in­ 
firmity b rought home to the pub lic, 
and then in order to help others 
stricken with his dread affliction. 
An Idea Fo r Truman 
Today this column recalls these 
facts b ecause as Franklin Roase- 
velt’s b irthday again approaches, 
and as the span of years since his 
death increases, it is only natural 
that the m oney-raising effort which 
he inspired should somewhat dim ­ 
inish. Therefore here is an idea 
which may help revitalize it—an 
idea b y which one Presklent can 
help the work .started b y another. 
Ilari'y Trunuin not only can walk, 
b ut he can play the piano.

At any 
rate, the areas in and about the 
buttocks, genitalia, and thighs be­ 
come inflamed and macerated. In 
more severe cases, eczema ensues 
with oozing, blistering lesions. Oc­ 
casionally, the condition is so m ark­ 
ed that the secretions are flecked 
with blood. To the best of our 
knowledge, there is little or no 
Itching. 


By keeping tile parts dry with 
dusting powder or exposing the skin 
to the air periodically, and pinning 
the diaper beneath rather than on 
the infant, the rash will often dis­ 
appear. Exposure to ultraviolet light 
is helpful also in obstinate cases. A 
mild ointment like zinc oxide may­ 
be applied to the infiammed regions 
at night, when it is necessary to 
keep the baby covered. 
The best method, however, is to 
attack the problem at its source. 
The diapers are washed as usual 
and in the past it was common 
practice to rinse them in boric 
acid or a dilute solution of bich­ 
loride of mercury. The latter wa* 
not an ideal antiseptic, as many 
women were afraid to use it be­ 
cause of its poisonous qualities. In 
addition, it corroded gold rings 4bd 
in this respect was a nuisance. Phy­ 
sicians, too, were hesitant about 
recommending it because they fear­ 
ed that an incorrect concentration 
of the drug might be employed....

The latest antiseptic to be sug­ 
gested is a detergent consisting of 
one of the q uaternary ammonium 
compounds It is a product known 
as “diapene” with one of the long­ 
est chemical names I have ever 
heard:

iheoxy-ethyl di-methyl benzyl am ­ 
monium chloride monohydrate. Ex­ 
periments show th at dilutions of I 
to 200.000 parts will destroy the 
causative germs. It is non-irritating 
and harmless. All that is required 
is to place the washed diapers in a 
basin and allow them to soak for IO 
mimes in a I to 25,000 solution of 
this substance. The cloths are then 
wrung out and hung up to dry. The 
antiseptic is absorbed by the dia­ 
pers and kills the organisms pres­ 
ent. 
W ith no bacteria, ammonia 
cannot form. 
Reuel A. Benson and his collea­ 
gues at the New York medical col­ 
lege used diapers treated with dia- 
pent on 50 youngsters who were 
suffering from diaper rash. At the 
end of three days, dermatitis had 
receded in 31 and cleared com­ 
pletely in 18. By the end of the 
week. the condition had isappeared 
in all but one. The mothers were 
encouraged and stated they no long­ 
er detected the odor of amm inia 
on diapers that were sterlized in 
this fashion.

itol Hill without the least effort, 
and can amble in and out of the 
Capitol's entrances as fast as any­ 
one else when he takes the oath 
of office. 
For so many years was it necess­ 
ary to build long, slanting ramps 
up inclines in order to avoid steps 
for the President, th at people in 
Washington became quite accustom­ 
ed to it and took it for granted. 


And 
daring 
all 
the years 
Franklin Roosevelt was in office, 
the newspapers, including those 
hostile to him, said almost no­ 
thing about his infirmity. Even 
in private conversation people 
did not talk too much about the 
fact that the President could 
not walk. They just felt sorry 
for him and didnt mention It. 


Only on hts birthday was his in­ 
firmity brought home to the public, 
and then in order to help others 
stricken with his dread affliction. 
An Idea For Truman 
Today this column recalls these 
facts because as Franklin Roose­ 
velt’s birthday again approaches, 
and as the span of years since his 
death increases, it is only natural 
that the money-raising effort which 
he inspired should somewhat dim ­ 
inish. Therefore here is an idea 
which may help revitalize it—an 
idea by which one President can 
help the work started by another. 
Harry Trum an not only can walk, 
but he can play the piano. And 
despite the advice of his daughter 
to stick to his few favorite tunes, a 
lot of people think he plays rather 
well. They enjoy hearing him. 
Only a very few of the American 
people, 
however, 
have 
had 
the 
pleasure of hearing him. He has 
played a t the dinners of his Okla­ 
homa oil heiress friend, Mrs. Perle 
Mosts. He has played at the Press 
Club, and in the privacy of the 
White House. 
And while it might not be dig­ 
nified for the President of the 
United States to play before a large 
audience, there could be nothing 
wrong with Harry Trum an’s making 
two or three records for the Amer­ 
ican people for the benefit of Roose­ 
velt’s infantile paralysis fund. 


For instance, if the President 
should make a phonograph re­ 
cord of his old favorites, “Mis­ 
souri 
Waltz’’ 
and 
“Anchors 
Aweigh,” I predict they would 
sell in the millions. 


Furthermore if daughter Mar­ 
garet sang to her father’s accom­ 
paniment, more millions would ac­ 
cumulate for the infantile paralysis 
fund.

Payroll Taxes Could Do What 


Communists Want Done In U. S. 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. Jan. l i t - Payroll 
taxes could conceivably bankrupt 
America and do exactly what the 
Communists want done to under­ 
mine American stability. 
This in substance is the view 
expressed by Senator A. Willis Rob­ 
ertson of Virginia, Democrat, in a 
speech just delivered. 
••Before there is a resort to force,” 
raid Mr. Robertson, “we may ex­ 
pect an all-out communistic effort 
to wreck the democracies of the 
world financially. In Europe th at 
effort takes the form of physical 
sabotage of economic rehabilitation. 
In this country It takes the form 
of creating discontent, stimulating 
demands for public spending which 
are extravagant even though they 
are not directly socialistic, and in­ 
filtrating our national life by gov­ 
ernm ent 
action 
and 
compietition 
which either is socialistic or which 
inevitably will hamper individual 
enterprise. 
“Without impugning the motives 
of many of those who are advocat­ 
ing 
so-called 
social 
legislation, 
therefore. I think it may be in 
order for as to examine the possible 
effect on our way of life of some 
current proposals*” 
Sifts Truman's Recommendations 
The Virginia senator then analyzes 
the recommendations of the Presi­ 
dent for larger taxes on payrolls. 
He adds: 
# 
“If the 
old agr 
and survivors 
Insurance tax goes to the predicted 
52 per cent and the unemployed 
tax stays at 3 per cent and a pro­ 
posed disability insurance plan casts 
3.5 per cent, as estimated by the 
Social Security Board, this amounts 
to a combined rate of nearly 16 
per cent on payrolls. To that mast 
be added 
the cost 
of 
whatever 
additional 
benefits are 
provided 
under the 
old age 
and survivors 
insurance program. . . . 
“At one hearing before the ways 
and means committee on the sub­ 
ject some economists placed a total 
of such payroll taxes at 20 per cent. 
“If the tax should reach that 
rate and with Mr. Ewing’s proposal 
that the tax apply to incomes up 
to $4,800. the half paid by employees 
would go a* high as $40 a month in 
addition to all other taxes.” 
Mr. Robertson said th at before 
embarking on any such program 
Congress should “determine whether 
or not the people of the nation 
can 
finance it without ultimate 
socialization of our economy.” 


Mast Important of all, of course. 
Is the impact of the payroll taxes 
on prices and on the costs of pro­ 
duction. The assumption th at pay­ 
roll taxes can be added without 
hurting the economic system is fal­ 
lacious. Senator Robertson makes 
the point this way: 
"Increased taxes on business have 
been proposed on incomes as well 
as payrolls. The imposition of pay­ 
roll taxes has a three-way effect: 
"(I) 
In adding to the cost of 
production they will 
reduce 
the 
level of profit when the present 
sellers* m arket turns to a buyers’ 
m arket, as eventually it will. 
"(2) They increase the cost of 
the finished item to the consumer 
and tend to nullify other efforts to 
reduce the high cost of living. 
"(3) 
Payroll taxes are charged as 
a cost of doing basiness and are 
deducted from gross Income before 
computing the net taxable income 
and thus reduce the government’s 
income-tax revenue, each $1,000,- 
000.000 of such taxes resulting in a 
‘loss of about $300,000,000 in income 
taxes.” 
Socialism In Great Britain 
The Virginia senator referred in 
this connection significantly to the 
socialism of G reat Britain when he 
said: 
“The United Kingdom now owns 
a fifth of all industry of Great 
Britain. The British injection of 
socialism Into its private enterprise 
system has recently been extended 
to the field of medical care, lf it 
takes a British patient as long to 
get well in a government hospital 
as it does in this country, the plan 
is going to be expensive. Recent 
statistics in this country show that 
the average patient spends thirty 
days in a federal hospital but only 
seven days in a private hospital.” 
The whole problem of payroll 
taxes will become one of the most 
controversial issues of the present 
session of Congress. The expense 
of 
soclal-welfare 
legislation 
has 
been erroneoasly figured on a one- 
year 
basis. 
But 
the progressive 
increases required in future years 
may well bring a serious question 
concerning the Integrity of the dol­ 
lar. Its purchasing power will be 
more and more devalued if the tax­ 
ing power for social-welfare legis­ 
lation is stretched to the limit 
while the $252,000,000,000 national 
debt remains virtually unchanged 
for an indefinite period of time.

Why Any Income? 
The president seems to feel that 
$6,000 a year is a lot of money; 
th at anyone earning upward of 
$6,000 is in the middle bracket and 
should be taxed heavily. It is an 
interesting point of view because 
what is involved is the proletarizing 
of the American people. 


For three centuries on this 
continent, 
it 
has 
been 
oar 
theory that a man worked to 
improve the economic and so­ 
cial status of himself and his 
family. Not having grown out 
of a feudal society, and with no 
landed aristocracy of birth, ex­ 
isting here, each individual en­ 
joyed equality of opportunity to 
use his talents and his brawn 
to his best advantage. Here was, 
by that process, developed the 
highest 
standard of 
l i v i n g 
known to man—and the great­ 
est 
degree 
of 
independence 
within the law known anywhere 
on the face of the earth. It was 
that 
which 
attracted 
immi- 
g. nts from every country to 
ours. 


The income payments to indi­ 
vidual* 
generally 
rose, 
in 
1947, 
reaching the high average of $1,323 
per capital. For comparative pur­ 
poses, it may be cited that the 
average for 1929 was $680 per capita. 
If the average is $1,323 per capita, 
there must be a pull in both direc­ 
tions; apparently what the presi­ 
dent seeks is to level down the top 
to bring up the bottom. In a word, 
his tax program is unrelated to 
revenue required by the government 
but is a process in a social revolu­ 
tion, the characteristic of which is 
not the redistribution of wealth, but 
the leveling of income. 
The largest number of income 
tax payments is on incomes between 
$1,000 ‘and $10,000 a year. It can 
thus be assumed that the middle 
bracket starts at $10,000 and runs 
to $50,000 a year. Above $50,000 the 
income tax payments begin to taper 
off. 
If the income tax exists to 
penalize high earnings, and there­ 
fore the more competent, then the 
penalties could with greatest fair­ 
ness be placed on those receiving 
incomes of more than $50,000 a 
year, which, of course, would in­ 
clude the President of the United 
States as a result of recent legisla­ 
tion. 
The 
President, 
instead, 
would 
start the penalties on supervisory 
workers, management, lawyers, doc­ 
tors, high school principals, col­ 
lege professors, public officials, in­ 
cluding members of congress, his 
cabinet, mayors, governors, judges 
and such. In a word, he wants to 
level downward by taxing the in­ 
tellectual and managerial leader­ 
ship of the nation. 


The I OM to the individual w ill' 
not be as great as the loss to 
the nation. Free men work for 
their families or they sloth off. 
The incentive to achievement 
is generally the betterment of 
the family, the provision of a 
better home, superior education, 
i n c r e a s e d opportunities for 
those whom one loves. If that 
incentive is removed, the bread­ 
winner can see no advantage 
in the extra effort which once 
brought him an increased in­ 
come and now produces only a 
vague collection, the bulk of 
which Is to br transferred to 
the Treasury of

States. 
The glorified dollar-a-year self­ 
sacrifice? for government service

inherited 
wealth, (Bi accumulated means, or 
(C> he was subsidized by the enter­ 
prise which released him for service 
to the government. The m an who 
did l ot possess at least one of these 
means naturally could not provide 
for himself or his family on a dollar 
a year. W hat made his services so 
valuable to the government, in time 
of 
war, was his experience, his 
competence and his position gained 
elsewhere at some one elses ex­ 
pense. 


America can pay 20 per cent of all 
payrolls for social welfare and pay 
other taxes high enough to yield a 
surplus over expenses to pay off the 
national debt. 
Besides, there is 
evidently no serious intention to 
limit or reduce future expenses. 


To achieve distinction, he had to 
be both ambitious and competent 
and his rewards had been in the 
social manifestations of increased 
earnings.

Mr. Truman would remove 
that incentive to achievement 
and level everyone down to the 
average of a small shopkeeper, 
a condition with which he, as 
a person, is more familiar than 
he is with great accomplish­ 
ments through individual ef­ 
forts. Any man rarely goes be­ 
yond his personal experience 
and knowledge. But Mr. Tru­ 
man is now dealing with great 
affaire and the fate of a nation.

A recent survey shows the Alle­ 
gany County tax rate was the low­ 
est of any county in Maryland 
during 1948. It was $1.67 per $100 
of assessed property on a 15-month 
basis rather than the usual 12- 
month. 
The unusual circumstance result­ 
ed from the fact that Allegany 
wound up the preceding fiscal year 
with a whopping carryover—$494,400 
—due to a collection of back taxes. 
Index To Prosperity 
The low tax rate, mirroring the 
county’s general solvency, also is an 
index to the stable prosperity of this 
area with its extensive coal mines, 
its huge Celanese of America plant 
near Cumberland, the county seat, 
Kelly - Springfield Tire Company, 
West Virginia Pulp and Paper Com­ 
pany plant at Luke and other in­ 
dustries. 
Another factor making for eco­ 
nomic stability here was accounted 
for today by James E. Stevenson, 
clerk to the county commissioners. 
Unlike more southerly counties, 
there was no great influx of purely 
war industry here, which boomed 
during hostilities, only to burst after 
V-J day with accompanying exodus 
of suddenly jobless workers. 
“Our working people stayed on 
their continuing jobs in the mines, 
the factories, the fields and or­ 
chards/' he said. 
In 1948 the total levy amounted 
to $2,619,800, Stevenson reported. 
About 30,000 taxpayers among a 
total population of 86,000 countians 
footed the bill. 
As is almost universally true in 
county taxation, school appropria­ 
tions represented a large share of 
the levy — $997,161. 
This took care

Average temperature in January, 
he added, has not changed much 
from the 313 average of the past 
25 years. The 65-year average for 
January hero is 315.

Golden said. usually brings the 
worst weather here although the 
25-year average shows an average 
temperature of 41 degrees. 
The highest temperature for the 
second half of January was reached 
in 1947 when the thermometer hit 
73 degrees. The coldest day was in 
1925 when a low of IO below was 
recorded. 
Second half temperatures of zero 
or less were recorded in seven of 
the 25 years.

Although no comment was made 
pro or con during the session con­ 
cerning provL^ions of the charter, 
11 was agreed by all mrmh*-r^ of the 
city's governing body that the new 
charter. If passed by the state legis­ 
lature. should be placed before the 
citizens of Cumberland for accept­ 
ance or disapproval by referendum, 
as provided in the cimrter itself 
If passed by Ifie state legislature, 
the proposed charter will be placed 
before the voters of the city in a 
special election in June. 
No Officia l Ma nd Ta ken 
The 
comimssioner.s 
ajjecifically 
stated that by granting tfie request 
of the charter group to miruduce 
the bill, they were not voicing their 
approval or disapproval of the pro­ 
posed basic law. 
After the meeting, however. Mayor

their views. 
Mayor Post stated that he had 
studied the provision.s of the pro­ 
posal and was in favor of it. He 
added that although he does not 
think the charter meets all require­ 
ments, he believes it is a defimte 
aifvaiueincnt.

der the home rule bill to be pre­ 
sented by the Maryland League of 
Municipalities. Cumberland would 
be able to amend the charter group’» 
basic law' as it was deemed neces­ 
sary.
